Movement by the Alumni for the Up* 
building of the Alma Mater— 
Work 
Dtiriog 
(be 


Holidays. 


College Station, Tex., Dec. 17.— 
At a regular meeting of the local 
alumni of the A. and M. college, 
called by Mr. F. M. Law of Bryan, 
president of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, an organization to be known 
as the Bryan*College A. and M. 
club, was perfected. 
Officers were elected as follows: 
president, Dr. Joe Gilbert; 
vice 
president, W. Wipprecht; secre­ 
tary, R. J. Potts; treasurer, R. W. 
Howell. 
An executive committee 
was formed and the following were 
placed upon it: 
Dr. Joe Gilbert, 
W. A. W atkins, W. J. Coulter, A. 
Mitchell and R. J. Potts. 
This 
committee was also instrucied to 
draw up a constitution and by­ 
laws for the club. 
The organization of this club 
marks the beginning of 
actual 
work on a movement originated at 
the business meeting of the Alum­ 
ni Association here last June. 
At 
that time it was decided to organ­ 
ize A. and M. clubs over the state 
in every town and city where a 
large enough number of old A. 
and M. men could be found for 
such an organization. 
The matter 
was left in the hands of the execu­ 
tive committee of the association 
to see to the details of the work.
